ing statement, it is well to examine the 
pertinent laws of the Commonwealth 
and see just what the governor can do 
and what he cannot do in the premises. 
All justices of the peace are appointed 
by the governor for a term of seven 
years, prescribed by the Constitution, 
but the power to solemnize marriages is 
acquired by these justices in one of two 
very different ways. In the first place men, 
who for the sake of clarity will here be 
called "ordinary justices," have a right to 
solemnize marriages only when espe- 
cially designated for that purpose by act 
of the governor. The decision whether 
or not to make such a designation in any 
given case the .statute (General Laws, 
chap. 207, sec. 39) places definitely with- 
in the governor's discretion. For several 
years not only has it been the settled' 
policy of Massachusetts chief executives 
to reduce the whole number of justices! 
of the peace, bringing the total down! 
from 5000 to about 1000, but also designa- 
tior. of "ordinary justices" as having the 
right to solemnize marriages has been 
less frequently granted. 

In our opinion, if Governor Curlev now 
proposes to go still further and refuse 
appointment to any "ordinary justice" 
who continues to exercise his designated 
right to solemnize marriages, it Is at 
least possible— though far from certain— 
that the governor would be war- 
ranted at laiv in making this use of his 
aiscretion. The Constitution provides 
that upon the expiration of any com- 
mission as justice of the peace, "the same 
may. if necessary, be renewed, or an- 
other person appointed, as shall most 
conduce to the well-being of the Com- 
monwealth." Of course, the simpler, less 
questionable course for the governor to' 
fallow at this time would be merely to 
refase anyjurther designations of ordi- 
authority.

haps persuade myself to submit to 
this incredible discourtesy.

Some Things the Governor | 

/ Can't Do ~' 1 

Governor Curley lately announced' 
that he will refuse to reappoint justices 
of the peace who, during his Adminis- 
tration, solemnize marriages. Before ; 
anyone gets much excited by this sweep- ' 
lug .statement, it is well to examine the 
pertinent laws of the Commonwealth 
and see just what the governor can do 
and what he cannot do in the premises, 
-Ml justices of the peace are appointed 
by the governor for a term of seven 
years, prescribed by the Constitution,' 
but the power to solemnize marriages is 
acquired by these justices in one of two 
very different ways. In the first place men, 
who lor the sake of clarity will here be 
called "ordinary Justices," have a right t-o 
solemnize marriages only when espe- 
cially designated for that purpose by act 
of the governor. The decision whether 
cr not to make such a designation in any 
given case the statute (General Laws, 
chap. 207, sec. 39 1 places definitely with- 
in the governor's discretion. For several 
years not only has it been the settled 
policy of Massachusetts chief executives 
to reduce the whole number of justices 
of the peace, bringing the total down 
Irom 5000 to about 1000, but also designa- 
tion of "ordinary justices" as having the 
right to solemnize marriages has been 
less frequently granted. 

In our opinion, if Governor Curley now 
proposes to go still further and refuse 
tippointmsnt to any "ordinary justice" 
v.ho continues to exercise his designated 
right to solemnize marriages, it is at 
'.east possible — though far from certain — 
that the governor would be war- 
ranted at law in making this use of his 
discretion. The Constitution provides 
that upon the expiration of any com- 
mission as justice of the peace, "the same 
may, if necessary, be renewed, or an- 
other person appointed, as shall most 
conduce to the well-being of the Com- 
monwealth." Of course, the simpler, less 
questionable course for the governor to 
follow at this time would be merely to 
refuse any further designations of ordi- 
nary justices as having the power to 
solemnize marriages. But if he prefers 
to refuse reappointment of any such 
justices who continue to exercise that 
right, he is in a position to say that he 
thinks this procedure will "most conduce 
to the well-being of the Commonwealth." 
And. for our own part, we know no com- 
pelling reMon why it is necessary for. 
any large number of justices to exist inl 
t'ne State with the pow'er to perform I 
civil marriages. 

■We come now, however, to the second 
■j^'ay in which a justice of the peace 
may acquire the right to solemnize mar- 
riages. A justice of the peace, 

if he is also clerk or aSvSistant clerk 
of a city or town, or a registrar or 
a-ssistant registrar, in the city or 
town where he holds such office, or. 
if he is also clerk or assistant clerk 
of a court, in the city or town where 
the court is authorized to be held, 

receives the right to solemnize marriages 
directly from the express and all-suffi- 
cient terms of the statutory law. (Gen- 
eral Laws, chap. 207. sec. 38, as amended 
by chap. 162, Acts of 1932.) 

The Legislature having decreed that a 
justice who occupies any of the offices 
above cited can solemnize marriages, it 
is unthinkable that the performance of 
an act thus established as lawful could 
ever be held a disqualification for his 
icappointment to office. The Constitu- 
tion of Massachu.setts clearly proclaims 
tiiat. "The power of suspending the j 
laws, or the execution of the laws, ought ! 
never to be exercised but by the Legis- I 
lature, or by authority derived from it, ,; 
to be exercised in such particular cases 
only as the Legislature shall expressly 
provide for.'' 

■We refuse to believe, therefore, that : 
Governor Curley has any intent to defy 
the proper majesty of the law by seeking [ 
to apply his recent edict not only to { 
ordinary ju.stices but also to those jus- ; 
tices whose power to solemnize marriages { 
exists ex off.cio as prescribed by the j 
statutes. And we have no doubt that if j 
ever in the future he should refuse reap- i 
pointment, alleging use of such lawful 
po'A-er as a ground for disqualification, 
cither the Legislature or the Supreme 
Judicial Court, or both, would soon find 
occasion to correct such a high-handed 
abu.sc of the executive's due place and 
authority. If any governor of the Com- 
monwealth desires a change of our exist- 
ing laws, he is entitled to come forward 
openly and ask it of the Genera! Court 
in the usual manner. That right he has, 
no more and no less.

921 Killed in 1934 

"I have been appalled at the 
increasing fatalities resulting from 
the operation of motor veliicles 
upon the highways of the Com- 
monwealth.

This will show an increase of 
152 over the year before. 

"To my mind one of the chici 
reasons for this appalling record 
of killed and injured may be 
traced to the failure of the present 
Rcgi'^trar of Motor Vehicles to 
properly appreciate the responsi- 
bility of his office and to enforce 
the laws governing this important 
department with reference to the 
fixing of cases. . 

'■The position of Registrar 
should be filled by an individual 
who is the personification of 
courage and candor and who 
can be depended upon, without 
regard to appeals or threats of 
persons in public or pflvate life, 
to do his full duty.

Should a package containing 
this chemical element be found any- 
where, it should be placed in a pail 
of water immediately, and ;--hould not 
bo allowed to be exposed to air. 
Water renders tliis substance inert._ 

"If sticks of dynamite should oe 

found, they never should be placer! 

water, as the water causes the 

ro glycerine to separate out, and 

makes the mixture very dangerous. 

Oflicors from the oilice of Edward 
J Scibolt, ballistics and explosive 
expert, will instruct oflicers in tlieir 
own stations during the next few 
days how to handle explosives.

The conference was called by th» 
Governor to put the question of re- 
ducing mortgage rates up to the in- 
j surance men themselves. 
I Mr Cox immediately announced

In opening the conference. Gov

New Jersey 
i has already limited the interest rale 
I to five percent, he said.

; Curley asked the insurance men to

j Receiving no reply from the group 
' of 31 men present at the conference, 
Gov Curley suggrstcd that they take 
I the matter up with their companies

I Mr Cox then p'arcd his company 
j on record in favor of the 5 'A percent 
i rate. 

Continuing the Governor hinted 
that the insurance companies may 
find themselves in the same position 
as the public utilities which are fac- 
ing Government confiscation by pub- 
lic owned utilities unless they take 
action. 

Gov Curley declared that he would 
veto any legislation for a moratorium 
or for unduly low interest rates.

H. Kaplan, Secretary 
CShelsea Cha.m!ber of Commerce 
Chelsea, Mass. 
Re: Chelsea North Drawbridge 

Dear Mr. Kaplan: 

I am in receipt of your com- 
muxiication on the matter of 
providing Public Works Admin- 
istration money for the con- 
struction of a new hig'h-levcl 
bridge to take the place of tiie 
present Chelsea Noit-h draw- 
ibridge. 

I received yoor letter, with its 
su^estiotts, on the morning that 
His Excellency. Governor Cur- 
ley. arrived, and I immediately 
took the matter up with him at 
the Mayflower Hotel. He had 
with him, at that time, a defin- 
ite program, embracing imiprove- 
ments and construction at the 
Nahy Yard, development of the 
Cape Cod Canal, improvements 
at the Oamip Devens Army site, 
and several others, totalling In 
the neighborhood of one hun- 
dred million dollars ($100,000,000). 

Curley Cold to It 

He said tha<t the matter had 
been submitted to inm before 
and that he did not believe that 
the Public Works Administrator 
would ever embrace any under- 
taidng that would involve the 
expenditure of a^pproximately 
seven million seven hundred and 
seventy-five thousand dollars (7.- 
77^,000), which would be re- 
quired for a new high-level 
biTdge in Chelsea North. Gov- 
ernor Curley was e.xlremely ij-^ell 
fortified with facts and figures 
to sustain the program that he 
had in mind, and laid consid- 
erable siress upon his slogan, 
"Work and Wlages," and indi- 
cated that he would only spon- 
sor project* that would put 
great numt)ers of men to work. 
In brief, he did not look with 
any favor upon tiiis undertak- 
ing. 

After he left I took the mat- 
ter up witii the office of the 
Puiblic Works Administrator and 
set forth the condiion of affairs 
in a brief way. I was not com- 
pelled to talk without knowledge 
of the subject, because I -sat on 
the Committee of Municipal Fi- 
nance that considered this mat- 
ter, in a detailed manner, about 
one year ago, when I was a 
memtoer of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Massachusetts. It 
was plainly evident to me after 
my talk that no interest could 
be had in an undertaking of this 
type at this time. 

Recalls Opposition 

Prom memory I recall vividly 
the opposition to a high-level 
bridge, when it apipeared before 
the Conomittee on Municipal 
Finance one year ago. It in- 
cluded many of the outstanding 
citizens of Charlesto\\'n, who 
were rather definite in their 
opinion that such a bridge 
wcml-ti be detrimental to the de- 
velopment of that section of 
Boston. 

It must be quite obr.ious to 
you that for an underUking of 
this kind they must have, as in 
this case, the whole-hearted 
approval of the governments of 
the two cities, that are involved 
In the repairs or any new con- 
sti"dction of the bridge, namely 
Boston and Chelsea. I am in- 
clined to say that a project of 
this nmgnitude must, of neces- 
sity, be initiated by the mayors 
of Baston and Chelsea, acting 
concurrently, both of whom, by 
their experience, know what is 
most advantageous for their re- 
spective cities. The Public 
Works .Administration relies in 
a large measure upon the sug- 
gestions of men W'ho have been 
elected heads of the city gov- 
ernment, and who aa-e aware of 
the needs of their government. 
rather than upon purely legis- 
latifte ofacers, such as the mem- 
bers of Congress. 

Cites Repair Order 
To be frank with you. Mi'. 
Kaplan, this suggestion of a new 
high-level bridge will meet T;^'lth 
considerable opposition frona the 
people of Oharlestown, who un- 
doubtedly will have sufficient in- 
fluence to defer action by the 
mayor of Boston. Furthermore, 
I am advised by the Division 
Engineer of the Bridge Depart- 
ment of the City of Boston thiit 
plans are completed and a con- 
tract about to be entered Into 
for the repair of the existing 
bridge as provided for in the 
legislative act passed one year 
ago. 

Trusting that this brief, in- 
cluding the restilts of my talk 
with the Public Works Adsnln- 
istrator, and with His Excellency, 
Governor Ctirley, together with 
the observations of the obstacles 
that would be encoimtered made 
during my term as a memiber 
of the Mas.sachusetts House of 
Representatives, will present a 
vivid picture of the situation, as 
it stands today. I remain

chusetts' streams and repopulate 
them with fi,sh. 

"There is no reason" he said 
"why a wonderful stream like the 
Connecticut should be so polluted 
that a fish cannot live in it. The 
condition of the Merrimac and 
other rivers Is just as serious 
That should be changed. We should 
have sewage systems ending pollu- 
tion. We should make Massachu- 
."-retts a paradise for the i>eop'e 
who live here and a mecca for 
.sportsmen and visitors from all 
parts of the country." 

Referring to his recommenda- 
tion In his inau.'3;ural address for 
appropriation of an additional 
SIOO.OOO for fish and game pur- 
poses the governor said that he 
hoped the governors of the other 
New En.gland states would adopt 
a similar policy. He said that 
sportsmen and visitors were now 
.spendins: $500,000,000 in New 
England annually $200,000,000 of 
which was spent in Massachu- 
setts. He recommended that ap- 
propriations of $100,000 be made 
by each New England state over 
a period of years to develop and 
advertise the region as a recre- 
ational center. The governor said 
that he hoped Massachusetts 
would be able to purchase large 
numbers of insectivorous birds 
each year and distribute them 
throughout the state to combat 
the gypsy moth and other pests.

The Daily Sun's "Test Your Knowledge" ques- 
tions on this page are often perplexing. The an- 
swerH often correct wrong impressions. Recently 
a reader doubted the affirmative answer to the ques- 
tion: 

'•'Is a child born to American parents who are 
visiting abroad, a native-oorn Amei-ican?" 

Alice W. O'Connor, supervisor of social service, 
division of immigration and Americanization of the' 
state department of education, was interested in the 
question, and gives this reply upholding The Sun's 
original answer: 

"The law on this subject dates back to 1802 and 
has been changed several times, the last amendment, 
and probably the most important one, having been 
made i\Iay 25, 1934. However, children born of Am- 
erican citizen fathers are citizens of the United 
States wherever born, according to U. S. Compiled 
Statutes 1918, Section 3947. In order to receive the 
protection of the United States such children con- 
tinuing to reside outside of the United States should 
on reaching the age of 18 years record at an Ameri- 
can Consulate their intention to become a resident 
of the United States and to remain citizens and will 
be required to take the oath of allegiance to the 
I United States when they are 21 years old. This is 
I found in 34 Statute Law Point l-i22S-Section 6. The I 
changes which took place in the law of May 25, 1934, 
I do not affect the citizenship of anyone who was 
born bei'ore that date. Therefore, \he answer is 
.iust the same although that law makes certain ad- 
ditional residence requirements which the old law 
did not make. / 

"The newspaper answer seems to make some 
noint of difference between a native born citizen and 
a natural born citizen. The phrase 'natural born 
citizen' is the phrasing of the Constitutional quali- 
fications for president as the Constitution states, 
that, 'No person except a natural born citizen, or a' 
citizen of the United States at the time of the adop- ' 
tion of this Constitution, shall be eligible to the of- 
fice of president,' but certain law authorities inter- 
pret that phrase 'natural born citizen' to mean a 
citizen whose parents were citizens of the United 
States in distinction between a person born in the 
United States whose parents might have been 
aliens. 

"So far as I can see, the statement in the paper 
IS correct. The child born to American citizen par- 
ents who were visiting abroad is a citizen of the 
United States, but the better phrase to describe the 
citizenship of such a child is natural born rather 
than native born." 



A. B. Cummings, president of the G. A. R. club, 
has been seeking data to find out how many G. A. R.

The Daily Sun's "Test Your Knowledge" ques- 
tions on this page are often perplexing. The an- 
swerH often correct wrong impressions. Recently 
a reader doubted the affirmative answer to the ques- 
tion : 

"Is a child born to American parents who are 
visiting abroad, a native-ooi'n Amei-ican?" 

Alice W. O'Connor, supervisor of social service, 
division of immigration and Americanization of the 
state department of education, was interested in the 
question, and gives this reply upholding The Sun's 
original answer: 

"The law on this subject dates back to 1802 and 
has been changed several times, the last amendment, 
and probably the most important one, having been 
made May 25, 1934. However, children born of Am- 
erican citizen fathers are citizens of the United 
States wherever born, according to U. S. Compiled 
Statutes 1918, Section 3947. In order to receive the ' 
protection of the United States such children con- 
tinuing to reside outside of the United States should 
on reaching the age of 18 years record at an Ameri- 
can Consulate their intention to become a resident 
of the United States and to remain citizens and will 
be required to take the oath of allegiance to the 
United States when they are 21 years old. This is 
found in 34 Statute Law Point l-i228-Section 6. The 
changes which took place in the law of May 25, 1934, 
do not affect the citizenship of anyone who was 
born before that date. Therefore, "the answer is 
.iust the same although that law makes certain ad- 
ditional residence requirements which the old law 
did not make. 

"The newspaper answer seems to make some 
Doint of difference between a native born citizen and 
a natural born citizen. The phrase 'natural born 
citizen' is the phrasing of the Constitutional quali- 
fications for president as the Constitution states 
that, 'No person except a natural born citizen, or a 
citizen of the United States at the time of the adop- 
tion of this Constitution, shall be eligible to the of- 
fice of president,' but certain law authorities inter- 
pret that phrase 'natural born citizen' to mean a 
citizen whose pai'ents were citizens of the United 
States in distinction between a person born in the 
United States whose parents might have been 
aliens. 

"So far as I can see, the statement in the paper 
is correct. The child born to American citizen par- 
ents who were visiting abroad is a citizen of the 
United States, but the better phrase to describe the 
citizen.ship of such a child is natural born rather 
than native born."

There can no longer be any "ifs" or "maybes" 
about the threat of the Dutch elm disease to 
New England's magnificent elms. Tho.sc elms are 
gi'in<4 to be destro.vcd, in Worcester, Boston, 
, Springfield, Hartford, New Haven and every- 
wliere else, just as surely as the chestnut per- 
ished, unless every known resource available is 
thrown into the fight to save them. The beetle 
which carries the withering Dutch disease fun- 
gus is already in Massachusetts, although the 
disease itself hasn't yet appeared here. But he 
has borne the plague in a spreading circle about 
New York city, and now has taken it near New 
London, Connecticut. Already some 9000 elms all 
told have been ruined in the New York environs. 
That situation demands quick work, and hap- 
pily the public is a'.vakening to the need on a 
score of fronts. The states of New York and 
New Jersey months ago appropriated funds for 
the fight. The federal department of agriculture 
is doing all it can with a .half million dollars 
and a staff of experts. Forestry organizations 
and other agencies concerned with civic welfare 
are tackling the problem with increasing vigor. 
President Roosevelt in Washington took time 
jout to examine specimens of diseased elms the 
I other day. The hope survives that he may ap- 
prove the American Forestry Association's plan 
for delegating part of the CCC to saving elms 
Its a logical and urgent move. 

The fight in New England is being carried 
on by a committee organized by the Massachu- 
Betts Forest and Park Association. And that com- ' 
mittee needs funds. It is asking for ,$25 000 in 
private contributions, a modest request in view 
of the .size and importance of the iob to be done 
Obviously the committee should have even more 
support than it a.sks. That ,'i;2,=5,000 now may 
accomplish what a million times the sum could 
not accomplish if the elm disease is not headed 
off.

Per- 
sons drunk, half drunk, in a stupor, 
or imder the influence of alcohol 
have been brought into court and 
tried for this serious ofifense. Person,? 
under the influence of liquor while 
walking in the highways have been 
killed or maimed. 

A registrar of motor vehicles Ls not 
responsible for this condition. He can 
merely deal with the results of the 
return of legalized liquor. That Mr 
Ryan has handkxi the trying situa- 
tion with fairness Ls testified to on 
every hand, and it would seem as if 
he miglit very well be continued in 
office, unless there is good and suf- 
ficient reason for removing him; 
reasons other than political. It Ls 
known that Mr. Ryan is a Democrat, 
The politics of Mr. Goodwin is not 
known, for he has antagonized Re- 
publicans and Democrats, lined up 
with neither party, and has offend- 
ed, opposed, and irritated both, and 
many times. He flays those who cross 
his path, questions motives, pitches 
into judges, denounce insurance 
companies, hauls iwliticians over the 
coals, deals in idle prattle and chea)] 
talk about many public interests and 
vai-ious individuals. His meddling 
with affairs outside of his province 
was highly irritating, and he literally 
talked himself out of his job. 

He made an excellent registrar of 
motor vehicles, but he wsus not a 
martjT. and he was not discharged 
because of grass ineflciency in that 
ofTice, but he was removi'd from that 
oflioe and from the office of chair- 
man of tlie Boston finance commis- 
sion because he talk',xl too nruch, 
,Tnd tried to cover too large a field iu 
his denunciations. 

If the slaughter on the highway 
w-ould cea.se with Goodwin in the 
registrar's office again, then he 
.'hould be put in. If it could be re- 
duced one fourth solely because of 
the alleged suix-rior ability of Good- 
win, thc>ii the public might be will- 
ing to risk nil of the objectionable 
qualities of Goodwin. 

But there Is not the slightest bit 
of evidence that Goodwin could yx-r- 
form the miraculous, not tlie slight- 
est bit of evidence that the presence 
of Goodwin in that ofTice would very 
greatly reduce fatalities or accidents 
on the highways of Massachu.sett.s, 

In his radical and restle.ss tem- 
perament Goodwin asked the Legis- 
lature for considerable authority 
which the lx»gislature rrpeat<'dly and 
■wisely refused to griuit him.

Also Drops Fainum as Spe- 
cial Counsel — He Asserts 
Conditions 'Shocking' as 
He Found Them 

Boston, .fan. :.'> — (.VPI — noveiop- 
ments resullins from the long-stand- 
ing' enmity between Gov James M. 
Curley and the former personnel of 
the Boston Finance commi.s.sinn, often 
critical of Curley when he w.aa mayor 
of Bcston, tumbled upon one another 
in rapid succession today, 

Fir.st the commission, whose niem- 
hership has been changed in the pa.st 
fortnight by Curlcy'a appointment of 
two fnembers to repKace t-ivo mcii he 
ousted, dni|iped its court proceedings 
.ag-amst Edmund L. Dolan, city treas- 
urer of Boston tindcr Ctii-ley, and 
thereby set off a train ot acriinonious 
statements, lounter-statrnients and 
political s|iec\il.-ition. 

CliarKCS AgaliiNf Dolnii 
i Several months ago, the commission 
i had undertaken to investis-ate certain 
trai-i.saetions of Ilol.in, mid had charged 
ili.-it Dolan himself, while treasiirer, 
hail sold $2,011(1,111X1 worth ot bonds to 
j lloston's sinking fund. To inquire into 
i thi.':! matter, it retained as special 
cotinsel, George R. Farnnm, foriner 
assistant TJnitcd States attorney-gen- 
eral. 

While l''ai-nuni was appearing in 
supreme loinl living to compel the 
appearance of Dolan, now in Florida, 
and the production ot his records, 
Curley was busy ousting two members 
ot the "(in com" and appointing their 
successors. 

Soon after the commission tod.ay, 
with its Curley-revi.sed membership, 
ordered Farnum to cease his inquiry. 
Farnum resigned the job of special 
counsel, which paid- him $2,tO weekly. 
He described -the commission's order 
as an "incredible discourtesy," and the 
situation which he hail attem)ited to 
investigate as "shocking." 

Says Farnnm AVanfed Salary 
Tnmiediately. F:. Mark Sullivan, new 
Ciirley-appointed chairman of the 
cominission, insinuating th,'it Farmnn's 
anger resulted becjuise he eoulii no 
longer -continue in a $2r)0-a-week job, 
.hssevted F.irnum's inquiry had been 
taking up too much time. 

Gov Curley also joined In with a 
statement sa>:ing the circumstances 
of Fnrnum's resignation were "trans- 
parent," in that it was purely Far- 



num'.s desii-e to continue as speci.il 
coun.scl at a high salarj-. 

Farnnm .Angered 

Farnum chiii-ged that the commis- 
sion as now constituted has the in- 
tention "to render tny position un- 
tenable and to destroy the effective- 
ness of my investigation." 

The decision, Farnmn charged, was 
reached without consultation with him 
and his first knowledge of it came 
froni a stenogijipher who showed him 
,-i copy of the commission's letter noti- 
fying Dolan's lawyer tliat the proceed- 
ings would be liropped. 

His voice shaking with anger, Far- 
num read his letter of resignation to 
newspaper men at his office, pointing 
out in particular the statement that 
till.' conimi.ssion has ,issured the mayor 
in u-iiiing tli.it his iiiquiry should he 
lull and cinnplete. 

"They also it-npressed it on me from 
the beginnin.g that I wa.s to make an 
exhaustive inquiry and was to be in 
complete ch.arge of it," he declared in 
his letter, 

I<^roTii the letter it appeared that 
Farnum ha<l tiled reports not. only on 
the IJolan investi.gation but also on 
several other investigations of city af- 
fair.s, but he declined to reveal details, 
saying the reports were the property 
ot the commission. 

"This morning the Dtdtin case," F.ar- 
num's letter stated, "which has been 
so strenuously contested, was sched- 
uled to come up again In the supreme 
court. I had completed the brief re- 
quested by the court and was pre- 
pared to presei-it It and ur.ge again 
that an order be issued re.iuiring 
IDolan to obey the summons, appear 
tor examination and produce his 
books and records, and give such ex- 
planation as he could of the shocking 
situation disclosed by the facts thus 
far discovered. 

"Furthermore, prior to yesterday's 
meeting, at the suggestion of the com- 
mission, I prei-iared and submitted for 
u.se at the meeting a detailed memo- 
randum of progress and :i survey of 
the great amount of work which re- 
mained to be done. In that memoran- 
dum T stated that I would remain in 
my office at the commission through- 
out the meeting, subject to call if the 
rnen-ibers wished to confer with me. I 
remained as I promised. 

SlenoKTaplier Tells Jllm 

".\o invitation ever came to me to 
participate in the meeting, and no in- 
formation was received by me in any 
sh.'ipe or form as to what was trans- 
piring until ,'i stenogra filler came into 
my room and stated that she had iwen 
directed by the chairman to read me 
a letter which the chairman was send- 
ing to Dolan's lawyer. In that letter 
wtis the amazing statement that, in 
view of certain assurances, I would 
be instructed to appear in the supreme 
court in the morning and dismiss the 
entile proceedings against Dolan. 

"If I felt that the pulilic interest 
would be thereby served, I coiilil per- 
haps persuade myself to submit to this 
incredible discourtesy. For tlie 6;irne 
reason I might be willing to run the 
risk of being perhaps thought by some 
people to have been influenced iu the 
discharge of my lUity or intiniid.iled. 
If 1 felt that, under the existing cir- 
cumstances, I could accornplish any- 
thing of value, I might persist with my 



work in spite of the abject humili.ation 
to which thi! commission and its coun- 
sel would in my opinion be involved 
in withdrawing the proceedings thus 
far so vigorously pressed upon as- 
surances of the kind which have 
proved so valueless in the past — as- 
surances made on beh,alf of a man 
whom the papers reriorted last ius being 
in St I'etersburg, Fla., in company 
with certain of his former associates 
in the Legal ."-Securities corporation, 
who precipitately left the state to 
e.scape explaining the transactions 
under investigation. 

"However, this last act— coming .as 
a climax to certain other things that 
have happened sii-ice the composition 
of the commission has changed — has 
convinced me that the intention is to 
render my position unten.able and to 
destroy the efEectivenesa of my in- 
vestigation. It would, therefore, be 
perfectly futitle for me to attempt to 
continue with my work. Of course, 
I regret this step exceedingly because i 
I believe this investigation to be In 
the interest of the public, and this was 
the principal reason why I undertook 
this laborious and by no means pleas- 
,int task. 

"Because ot the public Interest in 
the ii-ivestig.ation, the v.arious events 
that have transpired during the last 
few -sveqks, and the necessity of pre- 
venting any misconception as to my 
reasons for and motives in withdr.aw- 
ing from the -work in which I have 
put so much time and energy, I am 
asking this extended explanation of 
my action." 

Setjrch Only Two Months 

Farnum wa.i appointed by the com- 
mission soon .after the city council 
adopted an order on November 19 to 
investigate the land takings ot the 
city in the East Boston tunnel proj- 
ect. 

Reports on various deals with re.al 
estate speciiLators were later filed by 
Farnum, who then began an investi- 
gation into the office of Dolan while 
the latter was serving as city treas- 
urer under the then mayor, Curley. 

The inauguration of Mr Curley as 
.governor precipitated a complete 
sh.akeup of the conimissi(-ni, however, 
and two appointees of Gov Kly, Jos- 
eph Joyce Donahue and Charles Moor- 
tield Storey, were removed from the 
commission by the governor's coun- 
cil. 

Gov Curley named E. Mark Sullivan 
chairman to succeed Judge Jacob J. 
Kaplan, and a few da>'s ago succeed- 
ed in getting a majority of his own 
appointees on the commission when 
the council confirmed Joseph McKen- 
ney, Boston college footltall coach, to 
fill the vacancy cau.sed by Storey's 
dismissal.

But to the public ' 
ir.ind it was quite clear that the independent 
candidacy of Goodwin for Governor on the Re- 
publican" ticket last fall was so unobjectionable 
to candidate Curley as to be welcomed as a 
tiistinct service to him. By a suspicious public 
it was even suspected that Mr. Goodwin's 
candidacy had little to it other than a purpose 
to elect Governor Curley. 

But. of course, it would not have been quite 
the thing for Governor Curley to have given 
this political service as a reason for ordering 
the firing of Ryan and the appomtment oi 
Goodwin. The reason given is the appalhng 
increase in the number of motor vehicle deatns 
under the Ryan regime. 

It will have to be admitted that the increase 
In such fatalities is sufficiently appalling to 
varrant action of some kind, but it is not so 
easv to conclude that Ryan was responsible for 
them or that Goodwin is to prevent them. 
ThouHi it mav not be .saying much for Mr. 
Goodwin he was credited with better service m 
that position than he has ren.lered in any other, 
except to Governor Curley. He might even have 
been more effi<«ent as Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles had he confine.l his impetuous nature 
to his own job.

AU of the-red tape that has been wound about the proposed 
new bridge is irksome to citizens interested in the span from a ous- 
mess and civic viewpoint.

Having faileii to gain the iipressary support, 
for the appointment of Frank A. Goodwin as 
chairman of the Boston Comiiiifsion from

All of the'red tape that has been wound about the proposed 
new bridge is iiksome to citizens interested in the span from a bus- 
iness and civic viewpoint.

Having failed to gain the necessary support, 
for the appointment of Frank A. Goodwin as 
chairman of the Boston Oni'iiission from 
■which body he was fired by (lovernor Ely, Gov- 
ernor Curley now orders Moi-^an T. Ryan to 
be fired by the Commissioner of Public Works 
from the position of Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
and Mr. Goodwin to be appointed in his place 
to a position from which he was fiieil by Gov- 
*rnor Fuller. The public impression seemed to 
have been that the firiniir of Mr. (;i)o<lwin was 
justified on both occasions. 

If as a member of the Boston Finance 
Commission he rendered any service to Me.ynr 
Curley in the not altofrether unsuspected fi- 
nancial operations incident to the Boston budget, 
it was not clearly disclo.seil. But to the public 
mind it was quite clear that the independent 
candidacy of Goodwin for Governor on the Re- 
publican ticket last fall was so unobjectionable 
to candidate Curley as to be welcomed as a 
distinct service to him. By a suspicious public 
it was even suspected that Mr. Gooilwin's 
candidacy had little to it other than a purpose 
to elect Governor Curley. 

But, of course, it would not have been (|inte 
the thing for Governor Curley to have given 
this political service as a reason for ordering 
the firing of Ryan and the appointment of 
Goodwin. The reascm given is the appalling 
increase in the number of inotoi- vehicle deatiis 
under the Ryan regime. 

It will have fe be admitted that the increase 
in such fatalities is sufficiently appalling to 
warrant action of some kind, hut it is not so 
easy to- conclude that Ryan was responsible for 
them or that Goodwin is to prevent them. 
Though it may not be sayiny much for Mr. 
Goodwin he was credited with Ijctter service in 
that position than he has rendered ii> any other, 
except to Governor Curlc\.

BOSTON, .Jan. 20 (API— A 10- 
yoar-old boy, Francis Curley, has 
won for the sportsmen of New 
Kngland a powerful chaminon.

Governor Curley said he had 
Come to the conclusion that there, 
must be "something to the sport" 
and today he voiced a demand that 
pollution of rivers and streams be 
ended. He .''aid he wanted $100,000 
appropriated annually and hoped 
the other New England states 
would do likewise, to aid in the 
propagation of fish and game. He 
envisioned Massachusetts, and all 
of New England, as a paradise for 
sportsmen and visitors, and hoped 
that ajipropiiations would be 
forthcoming which would permit 
the importation of insectivorous

BOSTON, Jan. 26.—

Again forbearing to make unwarranted quo- 
tation, we venture the thought that Congress- 
man Treadway would have approved of this 
move.

As a matter of fact, many 
the so-called progressive measures, 
which take cognizance of the wel- 
fare of the people, are authored 
by Republicans, although there has 
been nothing tardy about the mar-Ij 
ner in which the Democrats bar- 
raged such bills at the House and 
Senate clerks. 

A Determined G. O. P. 

The House caucus action, al- 
though it was only on a tentative j 
program and will" be studied at I 
other caucuses, -was construed toj 
mean that Republicans are deter^ ! 
mined to have a hand in shaping | 
the legislation, much of it impor-j 
tant, that will come before th^: 
session for enactment. The play, : 
according to the determination; 
voiced by many Republicans, is not ' 
going to be left in the hands of: 
Democrats. 

It is not to be assumed that 
Republicans intend to enact social 
measures with the carefree aban- 
don and enthusiasm of a "brain 
truster" given his first alphabetized 
toy, with the understanding that 
if he breaks it, Uncle has plenty 
of wampum and he can have two 
more for every one he busts. 

The Repu'olicanu program wiil. 
It is said, call for a careful study 
of all measures, so that it can 
devise a program that will meet 
whatever adjustment in social con- 
ditions may be required and at 
the same time do it with regar 
for those who, in the final enc 
pay the bills. 

The list of bills affecting the 
judiciary system, as in the case ofj 
unemployment insurance and other 
social measures, is a lengthy one, 
running a wide and sometimes 
startling range of proposed action. 
But the committees considering! 
bills can alter them. 

Six-Man Jury 

Proposed for the judicial sy6tem| 
is a six-men jury to hear District 
court civil cases, the beginning of] 
automobile Injury cases in District 
courts, and to flx the maximum re- 
coverable in actions against coun-l 
ties, cities and towns in certain 
claeseg of cases. 

District courts are dealt with ex- 
tensively in bills. One bill pro-] 
poses that such courts be aboli6hed| 
and a state circuit court created.i 
In other bills special justices in 
District courts would be prohibited 
from practicing in their own 
courts, as urged by Governor Cur- 
ley, and that the office of special 
justice be abolished. 

Another bill asks that judicial 
officers be prohibited from holding 
other remunerative office and from 
acting as legislative counsel or 
agents. One bill proposes an in- 
crease of associate Superior court 
justices from 31 to 41. Another 
asks for inquiry by the Judicial 
Council into the procedure of crim- 
inal law with a view to improving 
and expediting its administration. 
Special attention for automobile 
cases is asked in a bill which seeks 
to have a court set up to handle 
them. Full power for the Judicial 
council to regulate proceeding, 
practice and pleading in courts is 
outlined in one petition. 

Many Labor Bills 

The calendars bristle with bills 
dealing with working hours, wom- 
en and children in industry, work- 
mens' compensation anl unemploy- 
ment insurance. One of the bills 
dealing directly with unemploy- 
ment insiirance was filed by GaV 
par G. Bacon, defeated Republican 
candidate for Governor, who said 
he acted in fulf-ilment of a cam- 
paign promise. There are other 
bills along this line, with one in- 
cluding provision for a state divi- 
sion of unemployment Insurance. 
Contributory and non-contributory 
measures are proposed. 

Aside from given thought to a 
constructive legislative program. 
Republicans looked over the offens- 
ive which Governor Curley has 
been laying down <«;«£, the radio. 
They not only considered the Gov- 
ernor's talk, but also took note of 
what his secretary, Richard D. 
Grant has been saying. Before 
taking office, the Governor said 
he would use the radio to lay his 
measures before the people and he 
has been doing It with walloping 
abandon. 

Taking stock of all this, the Re- 
publicans in a caucus, branded 
things said by the Governor and 
Mr. Grant as "erroneous," Then 
they considered a counter offen- 
sive via the radio. They agreed 
that something ought to be done 
to "correct" the Governor and Mr. 
Grant. 

"Over the 'Waves" 

It then developed that a bill Ir 
before the Legislature which might 
furnish them with the opportunity 
to battle the Governor and his co- 
horts over the ether lanes. 

Rep. Ernest Dean of Chilmark 
rose to call attention to a bill which 
he had filed and which in the hub- 
bub of the final closing time on 
bills had received little or no at- 
tention. It is a bill aimed at the 
Governor and his radio onslaughts, 
Representative Dean explained. 

Under it the speaker of the 
House and the president of the 
Senate, at their dis<;retion, could 
assign members to speak over radio 
in answer to the Governor's utter- 
ances. 'Whether the bill will be 
pushed for action hasn't been de- 
cided, but it may be, in view of 
the general alignment Republicans 
are making to meet the Govern- 
or's thrusts. 

Other Battle Lines 

The opposition to Governor Cur- 
ley already has taken shape in oth- 
er ways.

have vehemently and repeatedly denied that 
there was any understanding between them, 
that Governor Curley was under any obhgation 
tor favors received, to provide a 30b for Mn 
Goodwin. Thus are we .constrained to regard as 
coincidence what otherwise would be taken gen^ 
erally to be the usual linking of cause and 
effect. With many, it will require a lot of con- 
straining, to put it mildly. 

The latest gubernatorial grand slam is but 
one more indication that Mr. Curley as we^id 
a few days ago. intends to ^tep out high vade 
and handsome and to go places despite he 1 and 
high water. He plans to be Governor of this 
commonwealth with a completeness of personal 
dominance never even approached ^V ^^s P-^e- 
cessors. It will be a new experience for Massa- 
chusetts people, and it will be interesting to 
watch their reactions. 

However, it would be idle to deny that Frank

No, we refuse to acquiesce in the charge 
that Mr, Ryan has been remiss. It is our im- 
pression that he has done all an honest, well-in- 
tioned man could do. It would take an inspired 
man to do better; and we rather ^ cherish the 
thought that, when it comes to putting the fear 
of the law into erring motorists, Mr. Goodwm- 
has demonstrated that he was inspired. He was 
a good administrator, just as Mr. Ryan is. But 
he was more than that: he was an evangel who 
preached with telling effect highway safety and 
obedience to the traffic laws. If the office of 
registrar of motor vehicles has within its poten- 
tialities the force to reduce the awful motor 
death rate, Mr. Goodwin looks like the man to 
put tliat force into operation. 

This Ryan-Goodwin episode is an impressive 
exhibiUon of Governor Curiey's political skill. At 
one stroke he accomplishes many diverse things

Adherence to Jefferson's 

Principles Is Object 

of Founder 

If there were less shirts and more 
thinking caps this would be a bet- 
ter world for all, believes Barlter 
C. Howland Jr., 21-year-old student 
of political science, as he launches 
plans to organize the younger set 
of Greater New Bedford in the 
American Democracy League of 
Young People. 

Young Howland, son of the late 
Dr. Barker C. H<jwland who prac- 
ticed medicine here 62 years ago, 
believe.s that there are too many 
"isms," too many shirted cnganiz- 
ations exclusive of the Ku Klux 
Klan, and with their exi.itence a 
tendenc.v to drift away from the Jef- 
fersonian principles of democracy. 
He believes the time is ripe to 
get young blood interested in things 
best suited for the social and 
economic health of this country, 

"There are the silver shirts, 
brown shirts, black shirts and what 
not," he observed. "There are the 
Communists, the Faclsts and the 
Hitlerists, each instilling its prin- 
ciples in the young. The Commu- 
nists for instance, have their Young 
Pioneers, but we have nothing in 
the way of an organization of op- 
posing thought. What we aim to do 
is to train the young people to 
think in the right direction." 
Sought Nomination 
He has cherished the idea of a 
democracy league since last Sep- 
tember, Mr. H-owland said. He got 
his first taste of politics then by 
runnin.g as a candidate for the 
nomination for .State Representa- 
tive in the .Seventh Bri.stol District. 
Although defeated, he said he 
learned things that suggested the 
plan of inculcating certain ideals 
in the mind of the young. 

"With (he aid of a'dvisois, I shall 
try to enlist about 50 persons in this 
movement " commented Mr. How- 
land. "I hope to get 20 advisor.'^, 
ten of whom would be politicians 
and ten chosen from social workers 
and educators. Already I have ex- 
tended invitations to church 
organizations limited to young peo- 
ple to interest them in the plan. 
Meanwhile. I have a few politically 
minded men who are eager to ad- 
vance the organization. Member- 
ship would be limited to persons 
between 18 and 30 years old. taking 
in both the young men and the 
young women." 

"The league would be strictly non- 
partisan politically and socially," 
young Howland continued. "After 
we have formulated definite policies 
concerning real democracy, we in- 
tend to branch out into the anti- 
crime movement along ideas sug- 
gested by Attorney General Cum- 
mings and Governor Curley. 
To Encourage Honent Living 
"Moreover, our aims shall include 
giving encouragement to the young 
people to seek a living by honest 
means as against 'rackets' and to 
cooperate with legislators, State 
and National, in shaping only such 
laws as would be for the general 
I good." 

Mr. Howland said he intends to 
get the organization functioning by 
the first of February. For the la.st 
several weeks he has been laying 
the groundwork unaided. He hopes 
to reach outvto get members in 
Fairhaven, Dartmouth and Arush- 
net In addition to New Bedford.

Catch of 10-Inch Pickerel 
by Frances Curley Leads 
Father to Talk About Con- 
servation in Big Way 

Boston, Jan. 26 — (.\P)— A 10-year- 
old boy, Francis Curley, has won for 
the sportsmen of Now England a 
powerful champion. That ally is the 
boy's father, GoXjlJ^irnos M. C m;lev, of 
M:i.ssachusi'tts, who today told the 
seventh annual New Kngland Fish & 
G.ame association convention that he 
h.-vd never paid much attention to 
hunting and fishing until Francis 
caught a rather sizable pickerel in 
Jamaica pond, in the heart of the city, 
sent it to a taxidermist and sent him 
the bill. 

Gov Curley said he had come to the 
conclusion that there must be "some- 
thing to the .sport" and today he 
voiced a demand that pollution of riv- 
ers and streams be ended. He said he 
wanted $100,000 appropriated annual- 
ly, and hoped the other New' England 
states would do likewise, to aid in the 
propagation of lish and game. He en- 
visioned Massachusetts, and all of 
New England, as a par.adiae for 
sportsmen and visitoi-.s, and hoped 
that appropriations would be forth- 
coming which would peiniit the im- 
portation of in.sectivorous birds to 
comljat the ravages of the gypsy 
moth and other pest.s, to oppose the 
menace they represent in "Nature's 
way." 

CondemDR Connectlnit's PolliiUon 

'I'here is no rea.son," said the gov- 
ernor, "why a wonderful stream like 
the Connecticut .should be so polluted 
that flsh cannot live in it. The condi- 
tion of the Merrlmac and other rivers 
; is ,iust as serious. It should be 
changed. We should have sewage sys- 
tems ending pollution." 

Criticism of the work of the Civi- 
lian Conservation corps was voiced by 
Seth Gordon, president of the Am- 
erican Game a-isociation, who with 
other speakers charged that this or- 
ganization was destroying much valu- 
able cover for wild life in the course 
of forestry project.s. 

"Cutting out underbrush which 
furnishes cover for wild life, chop» 
ping down food-bearing shrub.s and 
trees, and destroying the cover along 
our .stream banks in many place.s," 
j .said Gordon, "has wrought havoc that 
; will require years to replace. 
; "In many places," he continued, 
; "hlghwa..ya have been built Into re- 
mote wilderness areas that will ab- 
solutely ruin vast regions as hunt- 
ing and fishing paradises. The great 
ma.1orlty of the work done by these 
boys has been highly con.structive, 
but some of It has been damnably 
destructive." 

Jowl Disappear With Eel Grass 

Hoyes LIo.vd, supervisor of wild life 
protection in Canada's department of 
Interior, discus.scd at length the 
shortage of water fowl and attributed 
It, in part at least, to the virtual dis- 
appearance of eel gr.is.s, a favored 
food of Brant and other species. Ho 
reported that geese and Brant were 
missing from their usual rendezvous 
in the maritime provinces during the 
last southern migration. 

John H. Baker, executive director 
of the National Audubon society, told 
the conference that a year's clo.scd 
.season should he declared for the con- 
.servation of migratory fowl. His pro- 
po.sal received the support of a con- 
.siderahle proportion of the several 
hundred attending the conference. 

Ritymond J. Kenney, director of the 
Ma.'i.sachusetts fish and game depart- 
mrnl. and Samuel ..\. York, commis- 
sioner of conservation of the state, 
lx)th discussed measures for increas- 
ing the state's supply of flsh and 
game and called attention to the In- 
creased value of recreational re- 
sources .at a time when certain Indus- 
tries woie leaving the state.
